FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING OF 
ASSOCIATION OF HONORARY CONSULTANTS 


The Fifth Annual Meeting of the Association of Honorary 
Consultants to the Army Medical Library was held on Friday, 22 
October 1948, at the Willard Hotel, in Washington, D. C. Dr. 
Chauncey D. Leake, President of the Association, opened the 
meeting and the Director of the Library presented greetings from 
the Surgeon General. 

After the reading of the minutes of the previous meeting, re- 
ports of the committee meetings held on Thursday, 21 October, at 
the Army Medical Library, were made by Dr. Robert M. Stecher, 
Chairman of the Acquisition Committee, Dr. Henry R. Viets, 
Chairman of the Committee on Historical Medicine, and Colonel 
Harold W. Jones, Acting Chairman of the Committee on Grants 
and Endowments. In the absence of Dr. George W. Calver, Acting 
Chairman of the Building Committee, his report was presented by 
Dr. Leake. 

Papers by Mr. Ralph R. Shaw, Librarian of the Department 
of Agriculture, Colonel Joseph H. McNinch, and Dr. Sanford V. 
Larkey, Librarian of the Welch Medical Library of Johns Hopkins 
University, developed the problem of indexing medical literature 
and its relationship to the Army Medical Library. Dr. Larkey out- 
lined in detail the scope of the exploratory project to be conducted 
under his direction. 

At the luncheon there was an informal discussion of the rela- 
tionship of the Army Medical Library and the Library of Congress 
classifications, participated in by Mr. Ralph R. Shaw, Miss Mary 
Louise Marshall, Colonel McNinch and Major Frank B. Rogers of 
the Army Medical Library, and Dr. Luther R. Evans, Dr. Frederick 
H. Wagman, and Mr. David J. Haykin of the Library of Congress. 

The afternoon session proceeded with the report of the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, an interesting talk by Major Rogers on “A Classi- 
fication for the Army Medical Library”, and Mr. Joseph A. Groes- 
beck’s report on “Medical Literature in Japan.” 
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A resolution was adopted to extend the sympathy of the mem- 
bers of the Association to the family of Colonel Richard P. Strong, 
Honorary Consultant to the Army Medical Library who died on 
4 July 1948. 

Upon the recommendation of the Nominating Committee, 
Dr. Morris Fishbein was elected for a second four-year term on the 
Executive Committee and Colonel McNinch was elected Secretary 
of the Association. The office formerly known as Secretary- 
Treasurer was separated into Secretary and Treasurer and Colonel 
Jones will continue as Treasurer. 

At the dinner at the Willard Hotel on Friday evening, Dr. 
Leake acted as Toastmaster. Addresses were made by Brigadier 
General George E. Armstrong, Deputy Surgeon General of the 
Army, Dr. John F. Fulton, former President of the Association of 
Honorary Consultants to the Army Medical Library, and Brigadier 
General Edgar Erskine Hume, Army General Staff, followed by a 
motion picture “The Mayo Clinic Library, An Introduction to its 
Use”, shown by Mr. Thomas E. Keys. 

The complete proceedings of the meeting will be published in 
the Bulletin of the Medical Library Association. 


INDEXING JAPANESE JOURNALS 


The increased acquisition of Japanese publications by the 
Army Medical Library has necessitated the organization of an extra 
team of catalogers in the Index-Catalogue Division, to handle Jap- 
anese publications published without romanized abstracts. Japanese 
journals have been handled previously by a member of the Index- 
Catalogue Division staff largely as an avocation, in spare moments. 
It is gratifying, therefore, that a team of analyzers can now devote 
full time to cataloging original Japanese journal articles. The en- 
tries prepared for the Index-Catalogue will appear also in the Cur- 
rent List of Medical Literature with short translated titles. 


GERMAN WAR-YEAR BOOKS 


A thorough checking of the medical section of the bibliography 
Deutsche Buecher 1939-1945, prepared by Dr. Hans Eppelsheimer, 
Director of the Frankfurt University Library, shows that the Army 
Medical Library now holds 85% of the important German medical 
books published during the war years. Virtually all of these were 
obtained through the Library of Congress Cooperative Acquisitions 
Project. On the basis of this checking we are preparing a want list 
of the lacking 15% which we shall attempt to acquire from our 
German sources.

ACQUISITION NOTES 





Gift 

The Library is grateful to Dr. August von Borosini of Los 
Angeles for his recent gift of some sixty German items of various 
dates. The group includes some recent monographs in the field of 
nature cure, homeopathy, gymnastics, mesmerism, etc., and the 
second volume of a notable early psychiatric treatise: Psychische 
Heilkunde by Albert Mathias Vering (Leipzig, 1818). We have 
still to acquire the first volume of Vering, which bears the addi- 
tional title: Ueber die Wechselwirkung zwischen Seele und Kérper 
im Menschen. 

The Borosini gift also included an important Congress publi- 
cation, the Vorarbeiten und Verhandlungen or the first Kongress 
fiir biologische Hygiene, Hamburg, 1912, a work long sought by 
the Library. 


Paris Theses 


We have received through Dr. Atherton Seidell films of 252 
manuscript theses submitted to the Faculty of Medicine, University 
of Paris, for the year 1939. This is to be followed by films of the 
several thousand theses submitted in manuscript 1943-48. (In 
1940-42 theses were printed.) These films will complete to date 
the Army Medical Library collection of Paris theses. Positive film 


copies can be supplied to other libraries from the negatives in the 
Army Medical Library. 


New Serials 


First issues have been received of the following new serial pub- 
lications: 

The Chinese Review of Tropical Medicine, Vol. I, No. 1, Janu- 
ary 1948, published by the Institute of Tropical Medicine of the 
University of Taiwan. This journal contains articles in English 
and German. 

Heredity, Vol. I, No. 1, July 1947. This issue contains a 
bibliography of genetic research in Italy and Germany, 1939-45, 
compiled by A. Buzzati-Traverso.

NEWS FROM CLEVELAND 


Dr. Dorothy M. Schullian, Curator of Rare Books at the His- 
tory of Medicine Division, sailed on the Vulcania, bound for Italy, 
October 4, arriving in Rome October 14. Although her trip is 
mainly of a personal nature, she intends to spend two weeks doing 
research at the Vatican Library. She also plans, while in Rome, to 
visit the National Center of Bibliographical Information at the R. 
Biblioteca Nazionale Centrale Vittorio Emanuele II. There, by 
checking a union list of incunabula holdings in Italian libraries, she 
hopes to find the location of medical incunabula not in the Army 
Medical Library collection. This search is a part of a plan to secure 
film copies of books not in the Library, in order to help round out 
the rare book collection. 


Mr. Charles Roos, Head of the Documents Section of the Army 
Medical Library, spent October 4 and 5 at the History of Medicine 
Division, in Cleveland, working out a plan to move back to Wash- 
ington some of the documents now in the Cleveland collection. 
Since the Documents Section is being given room for expansion in 
the Fisheries Annex, he chose some 300 volumes to be returned to 
Washington immediately and made priority lists of other sections 
of documents which will be sent back to Washington when space 
is available.

At the request of a medical college library in China, a specified 
issue of the Army Medical Library News was forwarded to complete 
their set. Promptly received was a grateful acknowledgment bear- 
ing three $50,000 postage stamps.
